From the Inaugural Address of the Presiding Bishop, 
the Rt. Rev. Henry St. George Tucker, D.D. 


We can, however, bring Christ to the world only in so far 
as we are willing to make Him supreme in every sphere of 
our own lives. We must be witnesses unto Him in our secular 
as well as in our religious activities. The greatest obstacle to 
the suecess of our missionary work is the fact that so much 
of the practical activity of the Christian world does not show 
in any appreciable degree the influence of Christ. We give to 
that world to which we are offering Christianity as the cure 
for its ills ample excuse for flinging back at us the taunt, 
‘*Physician heal thyself’’. The power and the resources of 
the world are largelv under the control of those who are at 
least nominally Christian. Can we say that in our use of 
them our first consideration is to be loyal to the commands 
of Him whom we call our Lord? We offer Him to the world 
as its Saviour, and yet frequently we refuse to entrust our- 
selves to His guidance in our own secular activities. Ob- 
viously, therefore, an important part of our missionary 
responsibility is a more thorough-going Christianization of 
social, economic, and political relationships. Hoffding in 
his Philosophy of Religion says: ‘‘Christianity was once a 
pillar of fire leading mankind in its onward march through 
history, but it is fast becoming an ambulance lumbering along 
in the rear, picking up the wounded.’’ The world will never 
be won for Christ by a Church which contents itself with this 
latter role.

Grace Cathedral and the City

We are pleased to note that there is now going on a 
movement in connection with Grace Cathedral which has 
for its object the deepening of the Cathedral’s spiritual 
life and the promoting of its widespread fellowship. ‘‘This 
event in the history of the Cathedral,’’ the Dean writes 
us, ‘‘is second in importance only to the movement for 
the construction of the Cathedral itself. It looks toward 
the deepening of spiritual life, the widening of the circles 
of friendship, the enrichment of the music and increased 
devotion to community welfare.’’ 


It should be needless to say that these are all matters of 
first importance to the welfare of our city. The decay of 
religion, which has been going on ever since the time of 
the Great War, is a dangerous phenomenon.

When a man 
loses his faith in the great ideals that have illumined our 
world, he is as dead as he ever will be; and when a nation, 
taken in the large, has also lost them, its glory is departed 
and its meaning lost. Grace Cathedral has a profound 
meaning for every Episcopalian, and it is not going too 
far to say that it has a profound meaning also for many 
thousands of others who are not communicants of this 
church. We know that as long as Grace Cathedral endures, 
faith in the verities will abide in San Francisco, and for 
this reason all to whom religion has not lost its deep sig- 
nificance should welcome the activity of the new move- 
ment. May it grow from more to more!

A Great Astronomers Funeral 


The lovely stars of the Chapel of Grace looked down 
upon the friends of Dr. William Wallace Campbell, who 
gathered for his funeral on Thursday, June 16. Crossed 
palms upon a blue pall were a dignified reminder that it 
was a service in memory of a great man, for many years 
of his life at the head of the Lick Observatory, and later 


President of the University of California. The Bishop of 
California read the service, assisted by the Dean of the 
Cathedral. 


Service of Offerings 


The Annual Children’s Service of Offerings, held at 
Grace Cathedral on Saturday afternoon, May 21st, with 
the presiding Bishop as preacher, was once again a high 
spot in the Diocesan Calendar. Thirty-six Church Schools 
were represented, and of these, :wenty-five brought their 
Choirs, so that with the Cathedral boys, there were over 
four hundred children in the Procession. 

It is always interesting to know how far some of the 
children came, so it is with pride that we report that from 
the Convocation of San Jose there were children from Bur- 
lingame, San Mateo, Redwood City, Los Gatos, Palo Alto, 
San Jose, Pacific Grove, Watsonville, Capitola; from the 
Convocation of Oakland: Oakland, Berkeley, Alameda, 
Richmond, Albany, San Leandro, Hayward; from the Con- 
vocation of San Francisco: San Francisco, Ross, and San 
Rafael. 

The reported Lenten Offering totaled $2,108.45; the 
Birthday Thank Offering $143.81; the Little Helpers’ Of- 
fering $31.00, making the total for all three $2,283.26. The 
largest Church School Offering was from Christ Church, 
Alameda, with a total of $318.07. The largest per capita 
offering was from the True Sunshine Chinese Mission, San 
Francisco and Oakland, with an average per capita of $1.54. 
(Average per capita for the Diocese was $.46). The largest 
per capita increase over last year was in Christ Church, 
Los Altos, which sent no report last year, and this year 
reported $.90 per capita. Another Chureh School which 
showed a great increase over last year was All Saints, Car- 
mel, which last year reported $.38 per capita, and this 
year $1.00 per capita. 

A great many Church Schools met more than half of the 
points of the Twelve Point Standard. St. James, San Fran- 
cisco, met 11 points; All Saints, San Franciseo, and Trin- 
ity, San Francisco, each met 10 points; Grace Cathedral, 
St. Mary’s-by-the-Sea, Pacific Grove, St. Luke’s, Los Gatos, 
and Church of St. Matthew, San Mateo, each met 9 points; 
All Saints, Palo Alto, St. John’s, Ross, St. Peter’s San 
Francisco, St. Paul’s, Oakland, and Christ Church, Ala- 
meda, each met 8 points; and St. Peter’s, Oakland, St. 
Clement’s, Berkeley, St. Paul’s, Burlingame, Trinity, San 
Jose, St. Peter’s, Redwood City, and St. Paul’s, San Rafael, 
each met 7 points. Below that, three schools met 6 points, 8 
schools met 5 points, 2 schools met 4 points, 2 met 3 points, 
1 met 2 points, and 2 met 1 point. . 

The offering at the Service was $70.85, and after the ex- 
penses of the service were paid, the balance was used to 
complete the payments on the Diocesan car for the Depart- 
ment of Religious Education.

For the past two years, the library in the Woman’s 
Auxiliary Room in the Diocesan House, 1055 Taylor street, 
has been made up of books loaned by the convocation li- 
braries of the diocese, namely, St. Margaret’s House, 
Berkeley ; All Saints’, Palo Alto, and Trinity, San Fran- 
cisco.

‘*Ethical Issues Confronting World Christians’’, Dan- 
iel J. Fleming; ‘‘Christianity and the Eastern Conflict’’, 
William Paton; ‘‘The Crusades—Iron Men and Saints’’, 
Harold Lamb; ‘‘The Crusades—The Flame of Islam’”’, 
Harold Lamb; ‘‘Rich Land—Poor Land’’, Stuart Chase. 

For Auxiliary leaders interested in working out open- 
ing devotions for meetings we bought Friedrich Heiler’s 
‘*Prayer’’ and borrowed from the library at Trinity 
Chureh, San Francisco, Evelyn Underhill’s ‘‘ Worship’’.

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Book Notes

Edited by the Rev. Randolph Crump Miller, Ph.D. 


There is no doubt in the minds of most Protestants that 
the central aspect of Christianity is the Kingdom of God. 
Richard Niebuhr, brilliant Yale professor, has traced the 
development of this concept in his ‘‘Kingdom of God in 
America’’ (Willett, Clark & Co., $2.00). The kingdom is 
not an institution, but a movement which includes the 
sense of the sovereignty of God, the rule of Christ, and 
the kingdom on earth. The book is a Religious Book Club 
selection. 

Another Religious Book Club choice is Regina Westcott 
Wieman’s “‘Modern Family and the Chureh’’ (Harper & 
Bros., $3.00). This volume is the most complete treatise on 
the subject that has come to the reviewer’s notice. The au- 
thor is a consulting psychologist and a deeply religious 
woman, and her treatment of the subject is thorough, scien- 
tific, and intensely interesting. It is a ‘‘must’’ book for 
all people interested in either field. 

In the field of New Testament, a book by Dr. Edgar 
Goodspeed is always an event. ‘‘New Chapters in New 
Testament Study’’ (Maemillan, $2.00) is a series of lee- 
tures which gives the author a chance to get away from 
systematic treatment of a theme. The topies treated are 
outside the scope of technical introductions, but are of 
ereat importance and interest. Dr. Goodspeed is at his best 
when he states why we should translate the New Testa- 
ment, and offers an exeellent argument for his own fa- 
mous translation. 

No one man has recently attempted a systematic history 
of the expansion of Christianity. Dr. Kenneth Latourette 
in his ‘‘First Five Centuries’’ (Harper & Bros., $3.50) 
presents the first of six volumes dealing with the subject. 
In five centuries Christianity had grown ‘‘from being one 
of the smallest Jewish sects’’ to a cosmopolitan religion; 
and the most important details are presented in an inter- 
esting fashion in this first volume of what promises to be 
truly a great series of books. 

One of the greatest events of Roman Catholic scholar- 
ship is the publication of a new translation of the ‘‘New 
Testament’’ from the original Greek (by the Very Rev. 
F. A. Spencer, Maemillan Co., $4.50). The translation is 
clear, dignified, and accurate. There are the usual foot- 
notes with the proper interpretation of difficult passages. 
Some conclusions may be doubted by Protestant scholars, 
as, e.g., dating Matthew between 42-50, Mark between 
52-61, and Luke between 61-63, all being much earlier 
than Protestant scholars believe them to be. Fourteen 
epistles are ascribed to Paul, and all of the ‘‘ Johannine 
Corpus’’ is said to have been written by John, the disciple 
of Jesus. But the translation itself is excellent. 

In ‘‘Some Aspects of Contemporary Greek Orthodox 
Thought’’ (Morehouse, $3.00) we have a timely reprint 
of Dr. Frank Gavin’s Hale Lectures. It is not an exciting 
book, but it is full of details which show that Greek 
Orthodox thought is as advanced as are their Russian 
confreres. 

A book which will be of immense value to both young 
and old is Dr. Richard Cabot’s ‘‘Christianity and Sex’’ 
(Maemillan Co., $1.00). While upholding the principle of 
sex-education, the author maintains that we cannot split 
body and soul. While important in itself, sex cannot be 
abstracted from life, and this can be avoided only by the 
consecration of all our natural affections to a life of 
beauty, goodness and loyalty to God. 

Many of our readers who are interested in political 
theory will find Hymen Ezra Cohen’s analysis of present 
thought on the subject of immense value, ‘‘Recent Theories 
of Sovereignty’? (Univ. Chicago Press, $3.00). He refers 
to such leading thinkers as Laski, Jellinek, and Duguit. 


St. Stephen’s, San Luis Obispo 


A class of eighteen was presented to Bishop Parsons for 
Confirmation during his annual visitation to St. Stephen’s, 
May 29. Although not the largest class in the history of 
the parish, this year’s class was notable because of the 
large percentage of adult members who were confirmed. 
At the same service the Bishop dedicated the ‘‘Book of 
Memories’’, a beautiful parchment book set in a bronze 
container and inscribed with the names of over three hun- 
dred persons who presented the seventieth anniversary 
memorial window to the church last August. This window 
completes the installation of stained glass windows through- 
out the church. 

The rector, Rev. F. H. Avery, has been active in gradu- 
ation exercises throughout the southern part of San Luis 
Obispo county, delivering graduating addresses to two 
high schools, and the baccalaureate sermon to the graduat- 
ing class of the California Polytechnie School in San Luis 
Obispo, in addition to participating in the exercises of 
three other schools in the city. 

St. Stephen’s Church will be the center of a new ven- 
ture in Vacation Bible Schools this summer. Classes will 
be carried on in cooperation with the summer playground 
of the city schools. Class work will be under the guidance 
of five local ministers and handcraft, which will be done 
in the public school building directly across the street from 
the @hurch, will be directed by a member of the staff of 
the city schools.
